The New Street Law. 

The new law passed by the 
legislature empowering the city 
council of all cities to 
direct the building of streets, 
cost of same to be borne br the 
property owncis. as published by 
us last week, has attracted 
the widest attention. .\nd the 
gratifying feature if that there is a 
most hearty endorsment of the law, 
and dozens of the largest property 
owners are advocating the building 
of streets and sewers under this plan. 
There is no way here to sernre these 
things unless paid for liy the owner, 
and he is really the one who should 
pay, for he receives the benefits. 
I'nder the old law, most towns, 
with restricted revenues, could only 
improve aad maiatain the priiK ipal 
streets, aad the outer boumls of 
the towns received no benefits. 
Hy this plan, all streets may be 
built up, and the cost will not be 
burdensome oa any, as the cost is 
divided between the owners on 
each side. The councilmen have 
the assurance of many of the lead- 
ing land owners that the law ia 
satisfactory, and the coaacil is 
being urged to plan a geaeral 
ailoption of it, aad iaaagarate a 
wide movement for the baiMiag of 
streeu as sooa as the scasoa opens. 

Thomas Woodward, c harged with 
the murder uf Auy Ulauks at 
Nortonville abont three weeks ago, 
bad an c\aiiiiiiiiig trial at Madison- 
ville last t-riday, ani while the 
Commonwealth iatrodaced only a 
few of its witnesses, the boy was 
held without bail to the grand jury 
un a charge ot wilfn. murder, and is 
in j.iil at Madisonvillo.

Section 1. i'he City Council is 
hereby aaihorixed and empowered 
to order any work they may deem 
necessary to be done upon the side- 
walks, carbiag, sewer, streets, 
avenues, highways, and public 
places of such city. I'he expenses 
lacnrred la aukiag aad repairing 
sidewalks and 1 nrbing sh.ill l)e paid 
by the owners of the lauils, fronting 
aad abuiiiag theicoa, each lot or 
portion of lot being separately 
assessed lur the full value thereof, 
ia proportion to the froatage there- 
of to the entire leaglh of the whole 
improvement, aot exceeding a 
sqaara, saMcieat to cover the total 
expense ot the work; but the owners 
of such property shall have the 
right to make such improvements, 
if they prefer doiii;; so, instead o( 
paying for the same. 1 he cost and
